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Packingless Iron Body Gate Valves 


These valves are completely bronze mounted, whereas, ordinarily, gate 
valves of the general pattern are but partially bronze mounted. 


The valve stems of the standard valve are ground, having ground collars, 
and are packingless, due to the seating on these collars. They are machine 
finished, solid bronze type. The third seat on the stem prevents leakage 
around the stem, in either the full open or full shut position. A small amount 
of packing only is used around the stem to prevent any leakage while the 
valve is being opened or closed. 

The bronze valve seats of the standard valve are screwed into place and 
then machined. The ordinary construction is to drive the valve seats into 
place in the body casting and then machine same. The body casting of the 
standard valve is very substantial, and is made of a fine quality of close- 
grained iron.

How to Retail Plumbing Goods 


Notwithstanding the earnest efforts by the National 
and local associations of master plumbers, extending 
over a period of a quarter of a century, there 1s danger 
that the integrity of the plumbing business shall be 
impaired and that the wall of protection, which has 
been built up at vast expense, and which has secured 
plumbers the work of selling and installing plumbing 
fixtures, may possibly be broken down. In every large 
city there will be found people whose highest aim in 
life seems to be to sell plumbing goods directly to the 
consumer. 

k ok Ok 

Cleveland, O., is no exception in this respect, but it 
is fortunate enough to have a public spirited citizen 
who refused to close his eyes to the danger and with 
the courage of his conviction set about to find a rem- 
edy. We refer to E. W. Fisher, president of the E. W. 
Fisher Company. Believing that the abnormal condi- 
tion could be remedied and desiring to assist the master 
plumbers in arriving at the proper cure, he determined 
to offer an award of $25 to the plumber who would 
suggest, in the opinion of a competent committee, the 
best remedy for the condition. Accordingly a letter 
was prepared, reading in part as follows, and sent to 
the plumbers in Cleveland on May 1, 1908: 

~ * . 

“Twenty-Five Dollars for an Idea! A problem ex 
ists and it concerns us all. This is the problem: A 
number of concerns in the city are selling plumbing 
supplies direct to the public, leaving it optional with 
the purchaser to install the article himself or engage 
some one else to do it. Of course they sell their goods 
with a profit and consequently are not concerned about 
what the customer does with them. They give as an 
excuse for their existence the fact that in many in- 
stances the buyer can install the desired article himself 
and that if he bought from a plumber he would be ob- 
liged to engage the plumber to install it, this being 
the general rule among plumbers. In other words, 
they claim that they are merely taking care of the bus- 
iness that the plumber has turned away. Whether this 
justifies them or not, the fact remains that both the 
wholesale house and the retail plumber are losing the 
benefit of this business, and we claim the plumber 
should have this business, thereby benefiting, of course, 
the wholesaler in the regular course. What is the rem- 
edy? You, no doubt, have thought upon this subject 
and have some idea as to what should be done.

Men risk their lives when they think there 
is a chance of finding a little gold; so when there is 
a combination that controls the sale of any commodity 
the combination itself invites others to deal in the same 
thing, although the profits of the combination may be 
perfectly fair and legitimate. 

Almost the first thought a child has instilled in its 
mind on first going to school is that this is a “free 
country” and one man is just as good as another, and 
the idea is kept before him until he becomes a man.

Resolutions Submitted by the Chicago Association. 


Whereas, among many of the evils that the master 
plumbers have to contend with is one which only 
comes occasionally, but when it does, they then realize 
the responsibility that they assume on account of the 
necessity of defending damage suits brought against 
them by their employes or others who may have re- 
ceived real or fancied injuries through no fault of the 
master plumber, yet he is compelled to either stand the 
expense of a suit or settle outside of court many of 
the cases which savor strongly of blackmail; 

And Whereas, the present high and exorbitant rates 
charged for insurance by the companies who carry that 
line of risk make it prohibitory for the ordinary mas- 
ter plumber, owing to the small percentage of profit 
derived from our business to carry insurance on his 
employe, thereby leaving ourselves open to the greed 
and dishonesty of unscrupulous persons; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That a special committee 
be appointed to take the matter up with the represen- 
tatives of the Insurance Companies (also with other 
employers’ organizations 1f necessary, requesting their 
aid and co-operation) to the end that rates to em- 
ployers be reduced and graded to suit the different 
character of buildings and general jobbing work; 

{nd Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of these 
resolutions be sent to our National President with the 
request that he co-operate with us in this movement 
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ani that the above resolutions be brought before our 
next National Convention for action thereon. Also 
that he be requested to include copies of these resolu- 
tions in all communications to state and local associa- 
tions previous to our annual meeting, asking for their 
pproval and co-operation. 


President Hill announced the next business of the 
nvention was the reading of the reports of retiring 
oficers and proceeded to read his report, as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


To the Delegates to the 26th Annual Convention of 
the National Association of Master Plumbers, of the 
United States, Boston, July 14, 1908: 

[lt is with great pleasure, and an appreciative con- 
sciousness of the honor afforded me, I render you a re- 
port of the work done by and through the national 
office during the last term and since our meeting in 
| ouisville, Kentucky. 

| found the Association a well regulated and organ- 
ized business organization, with the reins of govern 
ment weli in hand, and nothing left to do but to con- 
tinue the same policies that have been our standard for 
sO many years. 

One of the most important matters left to me, was 
the condition existing in the State of Ohio; our mem- 
bership there was the object of attack and prosecution, 
principally in Toledo, Lima, Frempnt;: Elyria, Ashta- 
bula, Sandusky, Cleveland, and Mansfield, and were in 
quite a serious state. We were losing members in 
large numbers, due to their desire to avoid litigation, 
and not having the proper confidence in their state of- 
ficers who strongly advised them to remain and fight 
the issue. Ohio also shows a larger loss of members 

percentage, from non-payment of dues of local asso- 

ciations and local members, than any other State. | 
tried to get at the facts of the case from the Toledo 
officers and the Ohio State officers, both of whom de- 
nied the existence of any local agreement of any possi- 
ble character. When I finally received from Ohio a 
request to leave off the entire membership on Toledo 
from our September Red Book, I decided to make a 
trip to Toledo and find out the real cause of the trou 
ble; feeling that to omit the names of an entire asso- 
ciation that was being prosecuted, and in the face of 
an attack, was of more importance to the National As- 
sociation than the current per capita tax, if the same 
was not paid. 

In the first week of September I visited’ Toledo, and 
there met some of the members and officers of the 
Toledo <Asociation, and Messrs. Morgan, Ellen and 
Roberts representing the Ohio State Association, also 
Judge Hamilton, counsel of the Toledo Association. 
In taking up the matter of the omission of the names 
with their counsel and the good it might result in to 
the indicted members, Judge Hamilton did not think 
it was important to the ultimate issue of the case and 
did not recommend it. After some investigation, in 
which I was aided by the Ohio State officers, it de- 
veloped that the minute Sook of the Toledo Associa- 
tion, which was in the hands of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, nlainlv showed the existence of an agreement—a 
pure ‘ly local one. This is of course something that the 

National Association, in all its literature and printing, 
which 1s a source of great expense, has advised and 
repeatedly cautioned against. The question there is 
not purely a national issue, and up to the present time 
there has not been a trial of the case. Judge Hamil- 
ton stated that he did not think the matter would ever 
be brought to court, and if it was, he was almost cer- 
tain of a decision in favor of the master plumbers. 

\s above stated, we have lost a great many mem- 
bers in the State of Ohio, on account of the reasons 
above outlined, and on account of the application in 
that State of a law which I believe you are all familiar 
with, and which there is no necessity of discussing at 
this time, beyond the fact that I believe the same 
spirit of organization that has placed Ohio at times 
among the banner State associations, will ultimately 


bring them back into line, and that the State is in the 
hands ot men who will see that the ultimate good re- 
sult will attain.

The Board of Directors, upon application, made the 
following appropriations to the several States applying, 
as follows: 

New York State, $300; New Jersey, $100; Iowa, $300; 
Nevada, $103; Indiana, $200. 

In some of the cases the increase in the States where 
appropriations were made, justified the action of the 
Board; in others, there were disappointing results, 
probably due to conditions and other justifiable causes. 
But in the main, appropriations have not resulted in 
business propositions to the National, or in a cold- 
blooded sense, and view from a business standpoint, 
we have not received in members what we have ex- 
pended to get them. 

[ believe a State should do its own organizing, should 
furnish the money for it, and not call upon the National 
for appropriations. It certainly is not fair at all to 
some of the States that have built up their organiza- 
tions with no financial help from the National; and 
when a State 1s once the object of financial help from 
the National, it seems to get in the habit and expects 
it every year. 

x x 

Organizers, in my opinion, should be members— 
men who understand just what is the object of the 
National Association, and what they can give their 
members; for States that have been built up in num- 
bers, on lines mapped out by men who have only a 
desire to increase their numbers, will certainly lose 
their members just as fast as they gained them when 
called upon to make good the promises and benefits 
of membership, as manufactured by some of the paid 
organizers. 

State Conventions. 

Nearly all of the State conventions were attended by 
some of the Directors, wherever it was possible. [ 
personally attended all I could, and one of the regrets 
of my office, was that serious illness prevented me from 
attending the convention of the Pennsylvania State 
Association held at Harrisburg, and the convention of 
the New Jersey State Association held in Passaic, on 
account of busines in Washington. These two organi- 
zations have made rapid strides, an enormous increase 
in membership as hereinbefore referred to, and in the 
case of Pennsylvania without a cent of appropriation 
from the National. I should have liked to attend 
these conventions above all others, as a mark of respect 
and a compliment to the efforts and administration of 
Messrs. Fisher and Froehlich, the former President and 
Secretary of the Pennsylvania State Association; and 
Mr. A. Selden Walker and Henry F. Baillet, President 
and Secretary of the New Jersey Association.

Printing. 

The Proceedings of the Louisville Convention were 
mailed to all members direct the latter part of Novem- 
ber. Nine thousand copies were published, at a cost 
ot $? 129. 8. 

Five thousand copies of our Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion and By-laws were published, and copies have been 

ent to State and local officers, and to new members, 

Six editions of the Brown B ook h: ave been published 
and mailed to all members—sixty thousand copies in 
all. 

We have published seven editions of our Red Book, 
and six editions of the Supplement; at a cost, including 
printing, envelopes and postage, of $6,703.65. About 
$2,000 of this is for postage alone. On account of our 
convention being held a month later than usual, we 
got out the July edition, which is usually published 
after the convention, and this makes cur expense for 
the Red Book this term about $1,525 more than usual. 


Other printing, including the Brown Books, en- 
velopes, circulars, and stationery has cost us $1,167.10 
Our printing bills, you will see, is a very large item 
oft expense.

Financial. 


We do not seem to accumulate any too much money. 
Our balance runs about the same every year. We have 


large fixed charges and expenses that cat into the in- 
come sometimes faster than we receive it—printing, 
postage, office rent, etc., and other oialian expenses 


as outlined more fully in the Treasurer’s report. 

We have the last term been subject to slow collec- 
tions—slower perhaps than any recent years, but ! 
submit that every man has been subjected to the same 
conditions 1n his own business. The past eight or 
nine months during the financial flurry and panic we 
have been affected by it to the large extent of eines 
collections. 

I believe that locals should pay their per capita tax 
to their State associations as promptly as possible so 
that the State associations can settle their accounts 
with the National office at the earliest possible date 
aiter the same becomes due. 

I also regret to say that some of the locals brought 
to my attention in several States were more than 
prompt in their payment to the State associations— 
sometimes in advance—and the State associations use 
the money for the running of their own organizations. 
They do this because some of the locals have not paid. 
[Instead of settling for the locals that pay, when the 
final moment arrives, they are forced to scramble to 





place in good standing some local associations that 
have paid their per capita tax six months before. 
lhe State associations should forward the moneys 


received for National per capita tax immediately to the 
National office. We can then use the money that 
rightfully belongs to the National treasury, and it 
would make the burden for the State association easier. 
lt this is done, the dissatisfaction of some locals pay- 
ing the State association National dues, would be obvi- 


ated, and the State association would not be paying 
bills out of money that did not belong to them. 
The Treasurer’s report and the Secretary’s report 


will detail to you items of receipts and expenditures, 
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and show the cash on hand without the necessity of 
me at this time going into the same.

thoroughly explained to them our working basis, the 
Brown Book and the Red Book (both ot which were 
already on file in Washington) and went into the 


details of our organization as thoroughly as we possibly 
could. This had evidently been done before, but never 
by any one tn authority and in full possession of the 
facts. We dented any agreement with the manufac- 
turers and dealers, which some one had informed the 
Attorney General we had, and as a matter of fact had 
a far more pleasant interview and time than we had 
been led to expect—though at all times we were within 
our rights in our opinions. 

We could get no opinion from the Department of 
Justice on our organization. We got no counsel from 
him, for he was not engaged by us; but I feel that our 
visit was successful and did us a great deal of good fot 
several reasons. We had been deliberately misrepre- 
authorities as an unlawful combination 
work.

The future, as far as any action in the matter of Fed- 
eral investigation 1s concerned, is problematical, but I 
do not fear the issue. 

We can change our by-laws, if it is desired or ordered 
by the Federal authorities, for our constitution, like 
the constitution of a great country, uninfluenced and 
unawed, upon full investigation and mature delibera- 
tion, completely free in its principles, in the distribu- 
tion of its powers, uniting securities with energy, was 
adopted, and contains within itself provisions for its 
own amendment to meet any requirement, and while 
it exists it has a just claim to your confidence and sup- 
port; and while respect for its authority, compliance 
with its laws and acquiescence in its measures are 
duties enjoined by the fundamental maxims of any 
loyal member, the basis of our National Association 1s 
the right of its members to make and alter their consti- 
tution: but that constitution which at any time exists, 
until changed by an explicit and authentic act of the 
whole membership, is sacredly obligatory upon all, for 
the very idea of the power and the right of the members 
to establish a constitution presupposes the duty of 
every individual to obey the same, until it is consti- 
tutionally amended. 


Board of Directors. 


Your Board of Directors held a meeting last January 
in Indianapolis at which time every member of same 
was present, with the exception of Mr. Gawthrop of 
Delaware, who was confined to his home by illness. A 
detailed report will be made by the Directors of their 
meetings during the year. 

[ desire under this heading, to express to each and 
every member of the Board of Directors my thanks and 
keen appreciation of their efforts and sacrifices made, 
and for the able assistance rendered me. In some cases 
sacrifice of time was necessary and long trips made 
without a word of complaint, and I believe that no 
President, or any organization, ever had a more loyal 
and hard working Board of Directors than I have had 
during my term; and it certainly speaks highly for the 
National Association to have men of such calibre and 
personnel to administer their affairs. 

Our Executive Clerk has fulfilled every duty of his 
office in a satisfactory manner and without ostenta- 
tion on his part; and the administration of your Asso- 
ciation would indeed be a great hardship, and almost 
impossible, tor any one engaged in the business with- 
out the services of Mr. W. Emmet Crosby. He has 
a much larger interest in our National Association, 
much greater respect for its membership, and much 
more personal pride in its progress and achievements 
than any financial benefit he receives warrants. 


Institute of Plumbers. 

We have several letters from our friends across the 
pond. Mr. William Challoner, President of The In- 
stitute of Plumbers of England, to whom several copies 
of our literature, also copies of our Proceedings of our 
Convention, have been sent. Many complimentary re- 
marks from our distinguished friend lead me to think 
he has a high opinion of our National Association, and 
that we will be closely followed by his organization, 
with the ultimate object of perfecting a body, such as 
we are members of today. 

Committees, 

The Sanitary Committee have worked out the ques- 
tions partially reported on at the Louisville Conven- 
tion, and as you will notice by the Treasurer’s report 
have exceeded the appropriation made them; but I 
believe the work is so important and so vital and neces- 
sary to our membership that the extra expense will 
be made a matter of approval by this convention. 

Their report will speak for itself, and the efforts and 
work of Mr. David Craig, the Chairman, on whom 
has necessarily fallen the burden of investigation and 
research, is commendable. It only shows the calibre 
and qualities of members who are working for the 
National Association all the time, and on lines not at 
all conducive to the financial profit to themselves or 
their fellow members. 

[ found that the apprenticeship matter had been 
taken up by several conventions and a meeting with the 
journeymen had been advised and suggested. Through 
reasons of one kind or another, which the past Pro- 
ceedings of Conventions will show, no definite action 
was ever taken. 

I took the matter up with Mr. Roberts, as I believed

It is the policy of the National Association, and well 
should it be, to administer to the wants of all its 
branches without being engaged in their quarrels, and 
it is not in the ability of any man, or men, to prevent 
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us from becoming great and a respectable commercial 
organization, if we shall continue united and faithful 
to Ol urselves. 

Our policy has been, is and always must be to main- 
tain friendly terms with,. but to be independent of all 
our dealers, to share in the broils of none, to fulfill 
our own engagements, to be carriers of them all— 
being thoroughly convinced that it is our policy to do 
SCO 

Excessive partiality for one and excessive dislike ot 
another, cause those whom they actuate to see danget 
to only one side, and serve to veil and even second the 
arts of influence on the other. 

Nothing short of self respect, and that justice which 
is essential to a manly character, ought to involve us in 
any illegal entanglements for I am sure if this Associa- 
tion is preserved in tranquillity in the years to come, 
as it has in the past, it may bid defiance in a just cause 
to any power whatever, such in that time will be its 
membership and resources 

Unanimity in our councils and steady perseveranc 
in our National duty are the only means to avoid mis- 
fortunes. If they come upon us after these we shall 
have the consolation of knowing that we have done 
our best. 

The hour has certainly come when local disputes and 
dissensions should subside; when every man, especially 
those in office, should with hand and heart, pull the 
same way with his whole strength. 

Let the reins of government be braced and held with 
a steady hand and every violation of our rules repre 
hended. If our rules and regulations are defective, 
let them be amended, but not suffered to be trampled 
upon whilst they have an existence. 

The upset conditions of the times have brought us 
more than our share of comment. Ina country as free 
as ours, where the people are at liberty to express their 
sentiments (oftentimes imprudently, ‘and for want of 
information sometimes unjustly) allowances must be 
made for occasional + Man en 6 

The wishes of the people, seldom founded on deep 
disquisitions, or resulting from other reasonings than 
their present feelings, may not be entirely in accord 
with our true policy and interest. If they do not, to 
observe a proper line of conduct for promoting the one 
and avoiding offense to the other, should be the work 
of every member. 

\len are apt to run into extreme. 

In our circumstances we should be particularly cau- 
tious. It appears to me as clear as the sun does itn its 
meridian brightness, that our National Association 
never stood in more need of the wise, patriotic and 
spirited loyal exertions of members than at this period 

The title of National must always exalt in every 
American the just pride of patriotism more than any 
appellation derived from any local discriminations. With 
slight shades of difference you have the same religion 
manners, habits and political principles. You have in 
the common cause fought and triumphed together. All 
the independence, liberty of trade rights, protection and 
an organization of twenty-six vears’ standing, are the 
work of joint councils and joint efforts, of common dan- 
gers and successes. I therefore appeal to you to sup- 
port the National Association and its work: its teach- 
ings and its doctrines. It has cost much money to build 
up; much energy to maintain, and a sacrifice of time to 
properly reach 1ts members. You must drive far away 
the demon of local jealousies, local cut-throat com- 
petition and local reproach; and none of us should 
ever submit to the loss of those valuable rights 
and privileges, which the National Association has put 
within the reach of every legitimate master plumber, 
carrying on the business as a merchant, a freeborn 
independent business man with protection and affilia- 
tion which are essential to the peace of mind, happiness 
and necessity, without which all our efforts, ambitions 
and purposes are rendered totally insecure. 

When we consider the magnitude of our undertak- 
Ings: when we consider the doubtful nature of the ul- 
timate end of our controversies. and in almost every 

stance the favorable manner in which they have

terminated, we should find the greatest possible rea- 
son for gratitude to our National Association, and 
rejoicing on the part of every one a party to it that he 
is a part of the wheels of government. 

My conception of the matter impresses me strongly 
that the local associations, separately, are too much 
engaged in their local concerns; too much engaged in 
that part of organization that the National Association 
never was, and never will be a part of, and which 1t 
has on innumerable occasions denounced and repudt 
ated. While every local association feels an immedti- 
ate and particular interest 1n union, all the locals com- 
bined cannot fail to find in a united mass or means 
and effort, greater stren oth, @reater resource, propor 
tionately greuter security from external danger, a less 
frequent interruption of their peace by outside ele 
ments, and what is of inestimable value, they must de

workings of one of the best organizations that I ever 
have been connected with. I confess I was amazed 
at the undertaking. The year’s experience has done me 
a great deal of good. My acquaintances have been in- 
creased and friendships have been ripened to a fra- 


ternal feeling. 

In performing the duties of my office I have only 
been guided by what I cons idered was right, and have 
done the best and have given you the best that I had 
whenever the occasion demanded; that I have made 
some enemies I suppose is natural, but I desire to say 
to you now in closing, that if some of the objects ~ 
sired to be attained by any of you were impossible;

All of these reports were accepted without discussion 
and ordered printed in the records of the convention. 

The session adjourned at 5:40. 


Wednesday Morning. 
[Special Telegram to “Domestic Engineering.’’] 

Boston’s weather man isn’t such a bad fellow after 
all, although it did seem yesterday, when the conven- 
tion opened and closed in heavy showers, as though 
Mr. Smith wasn’t a friend of the plumbers. This 
morning, however, the sun is shining brightly once 
more and, what is more to the point, the temperature 
is considerably lower than it has been at any time for 
weeks past. 

President Hill kept his word this morning. Yester- 
day he told the delegates that there were to be no more 
tardy sessions and that he should call the sessions to 
order on the dot if there was a quorum in the hall. At 
10 o'clock this morning there was barely the necessary

50 men in the hall, but President Hill rapped for order 
on time and five minutes later the convention was in 
full swing. 

After reading a communication from the Master 
House Painters’ Association, signed by the secretary, 
Wilham E. Walls, wishing the plumbers a pleasant 
and successful meeting, the order of business was con- 
tinued from the point reached at the hour of adjourn- 


ment last night—the reading of reports of the state | 


vice-presidents. 

Only one such report was in the hands of the sec- 
retary, that of W. N. Smith, of Oregon. 
reaa and ordered spread on the records of the con- 
vention. Later similar reports were received and sim- 
ilarly acted upon, from J, L. Hague, of Minnesota; 
Fred W. McLane, of Kentucky, and G. H. Stansbury, 
of West Virginia. 

C. J. Boyd, of Chicago, moved that all reports of 
state vice-presidents received after the close of the 
sessions be referred to the incoming board of directors 
for correction, and they take the same course as others, 

Adopted by convention. 


The report of the apprenticeship committee, signed 
by John R. Alpine and the other members of the com- 
mittee, was referred to executive session for discussion. 

Much interest was manifested in the reading of the 
very excellent report of Financial Secretary T. S. Coch- 
rane. The report showed that during the year $18,- 
163.85 had been collected from various sources. This is 
an increase of $424.75 over the receipts of the previous 
year. The report was referred to the auditing com- 
mittee. 

Isaac J. Brown, of New York City, as chairman of 
the legislative committee, presented a lengthy report, 
which proved of more than usual interest to the dele- 
gates. Much space was devoted to a report of a can- 
vass of the country on the matter of plumbing ordi- 
nances. The committee believes that a uniform plumb- 
ing law throughout the country would be a big ad- 
vantage to the plumbers. In order that the report of 
the committee might be put in the form of definite and 
specific recommendations the report was sent back to 
the committee and it will be heard from later in the 
convention. 

George S. Aldous, of New Jersey, as chairman of 
the essay committee, made his report and introduced 
the essayists, who read their papers to the gathering. 

A vote of thanks was extended to the essayists. 

I. J. Brown, of New York City, as chairman of the 
legislative committee, reported that local and _ state 
laws governing plumbing are beneficial when prop- 
erly administered and should be maintained. The re- 
port was followed by a discussion on the subject by 
W. H. Doyle, of Philadelphia, and James E. Britt, of 
San Francisco, whereupon it was adopted. 

Dennis J. Harrington’s report as vice-president for 
the state of Delaware was read at this point and filed. 

The morning session was thereupon brought to a 
close at 12:25 o’clock by a motion to adjourn. 


Wednesday Afternoon. 
After the convention had been called to order the 
Committee on Resolutions was asked to report. It re 
turned an untavorable report on the Amendment to 
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the By-laws submitted by the Kentucky State Asso- 
ciation, and the report was adopted. The committee 
also rendered an unfavorable report on the Amend- 
ment submitted by the Oklahoma Association, and the 
report was adopted. The committee thereafter re- 
ported on the Milwaukee amendment, in which case it 
submitted a substitute «mendment making past of- 
ficers only eligible to honorary membership. This 
substitute amendment was adopted. The Chicago 
amendment was referred to the incoming board of di- 
rectors to act upon. Regarding the resolution sub- 
mitted by the New Jersey State Association, that the 
officers of the National Association take up the matter 
of replacing defective goods with the jobbers, the com- 
mitte reported that it found the time for such action 
inopportune. This report was adopted. 

The resolution presented by the North Shore League 
of Master Plumbers of the State of Illinois that the 
president be empowered to appoint a committee to 
study the matter of a uniform national plumbing code 
and report next year, was reported unfavorably upon, 
and the report was accepted. This league also asked 
for the condemnation of the practice of plumbers pay- 
ing money to walking delegates of unions. The com 
mittee recominends public exposure in localities where 
this practice is followed. This report was adopted. 

The next matter, that of the Use of the Rubber 
Stamp, which aroused so much interest at the Louits- 
ville convention last year, was thereupon brought up 
and discussed for an hour. After a thorough discus- 
sion ot the matter, the Master Plumbers’ Association, 
of Rochester, N. Y., presented the following resolu- 
tions: 

“Whereas, at the present ‘time the master plumbers 
throughout the United States are continually put to a 
great deal of annoyance and unlimited expense through 
the replacing of fixtures and material furnished by 
jobbers and manufacturers, which have proven defec 
tive through manufacture after installation, and, 

“Whereas, owing to the organized effort on the part 
of the jobbers and manufacturers in refusing to allow 
the master plumber any recompense for replacing such 
defective fixtures and material, he is unable to cope 
with the situation individually and is obliged to bear 
such loss without recourse, therefore: 

“Be it resolved, that thi National Association of 
Master Plumbers adopt and recommend the use by all 
members of national, state or local associations of the 
following notation on all purchase orders for material, 
either in printed form or by use of rubber stamp: 

“Should an¥ of the goods on this order prove defec 
tive through manufacture before or after ‘tnstallation. 
such goods will be replaced free of expense to the pur- 
chaser.” 

The legislative committee reported unfavorably on 
this resolution on the ground that it was the same 
as the one submitted by the New Jersey State Associ- 
ation, which had aiready been killed. 

The matter was discussed thoroughly by F. E. Fladd, 
of Rochester, N. Y.; Matthew F. Donohue, of New

Annual Convention of the National Association of Master Plumbers 


John Trainor, of Baltimore, Md., who was elected 
president at Boston twenty years ago, follows with 
an address congratulating the association on the work 
of President Hill. His speech is met with a tremendous 
applause and cheering, making it a touching tribute to 
President Hull’s administration. 


William H. Doyle, a past-president of the associa- 
tion (his term of service being from 1896-1897), re-

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How to Retail Plumbing Goods

we are disarmed? That is to say when anyone can 
buy any goods they may want in spite of our opposi- 
tion. The man who honorably avoids a fight is way 
ahead of the man who shuts his eyes and gets a good 
beating besides. And that is what will happen to the 
master plumber and all those who handle plumbing 
goods if they persist in their course of refusing to sell 
to only certain ones. 

This idea of not selling plumbing goods unless the 
labor is furnished to install them is a big “bugaboo” 
that has been stuffed by a misconception of results. 
Take, for instance, sewer pipe and fittings; anyone can 
buy all they want and at wholesale prices, and yet there 
is very little sold to consumers direct, notwithstanding 
the fact that installing sewer pipe and fittings can be 
done by the cheapest kind of labor, and I think plumb- 
ers make as much profit on the same as anything they 
handle. I do not think we have been asked to sell 
without labor as much as 1-10 of one per cent of ma- 
terial handled by us. What applies to sewer pipe and 
fittings also applies to lumber, stone, paint, glass, ma- 
terial for roofs and furnaces, in fact, everything that 
enters into the construction of a building except plumb- 
ing material, and yet we do not hear consumers trying 
to buy anv of these things except plumbing material. 

Out on the prairies when the dry grass gets on fire, 
the people build a fire of their own to meet the first, 
and this saves their lives and property. Now the ques- 
tion of selling plumbing material is drawing close 
around us; let us meet it with its own kind. 

My next suggestion would be for the master plumb- 
er to install all material that he is asked to, regardless 
whether sold by him or not. There is only one reason 
for refusing to install such goods, and that is, if a man 
who buys plumbing material has trouble in getting it 
installed he will not be likely to buy again; in other 
words, he is discouraged from buying. Now there are 
five good reasons why the master plumber should in- 
stall all goods that he is requested to, whether he sold 
them or not. 

The first reason is that if we install the goods we 
can discourage him from buying by pointing out the 
defects of the goods he has bought—defects real or 
imaginary. Nothing makes a man as sore as to think 
he has been “stung.” Now, if we can make him believe 
he has been “stung” he is sore on the people who sold 
him, but if we refuse to install his goods he has bought, 
he is sore on us and all the people who are in the same 
line of business. He also tells all of his neighbors and 
business associates what a mean lot of men the plumb- 
ers are. 

The second reason is that there would be some profit 
made without any risk of having to replace defective 
material. 

The third reason is that it would keep some outsider 
from getting a taste of the business. 

Fourth. We would keep the friendship of the man 
who bought the goods and might get more business 
out of him. 

Fifth: We would be better able to find who sold the 


goods.
